DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 16, 2009 has been entered. Because of the applicant's amendment, the 
original objection to claim 1 , in the office action filed August 14, 2009, is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-13, 15, 18, and 19 are allowed as amended by the applicant. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Amended Claim 1 , the prior art discloses most of the claimed 
invention; however, the prior art does not expressly disclose that a height of the cap is 
changed by moving the cap straightly up and down along the basket handle. 

Regarding Amended Claim 7, the prior art discloses most of the claimed 
invention; however, the prior art does not expressly disclose that the cap is straightly 
moved up and down by sliding of the height-adjusting tab along the guide slot. 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention are the following: Stottmann et al. 
(5,431,294) [Stottmann], McMillan (3,050,073), and Gough (253,473).

§1 02(b) rejections of claims 1 and 7 have been withdrawn.
